In the old public school readers there 
was a very meaningful story entitled, 
“The Magpie Builds Its Nest”.

Ang at 
various stages in the construction of 
the P.M.C. Arena others said the same, 
Only a very small percentage of people 
are dissatisfied with anything less than 
perfection. It is Only natural that in- 
terest in the P.M.C. should now laa 
although its original objective is very 
far from being achieved. 

Perhaps the original plan of making 
the Centre a complete recreational 
centre with ice arena, auditorium, 
swimming pool, ball diamond, etc,, ete., 
was too ambitious for a community 
like Wainwright. Sometimes by aiming 
too high one suffers discouragement 
when all the difficulties are eventually 
realized. However that may be, there 
is something of a tendency for the 
people of Wainwright and district to 
throw up their hands in despair—or 
fold them in contentment—before even 
the first stage of the plan is completed. 
Seating accommodation must be ex- 
tended. The waiting room must be 
added. The outside walls must be 
painted or stuccoed to protect what 
has already been built. When that is 
done, we might. be excused for taking a 
little respite from our labours. 

For a period of several years the 
combined efforts of the citizens of this 
community to honor the boys who 
gave their lives for a great cause by 
building something of value for those 
who continue to live has united the 
community as only a common struggle 
and common sacrifice can do: The

FOODS FOR THE FAMILY 


Homemakers who aim to serve sat- 
istying,. well balanced meals to their 
families are always pleased to find any 
thing which may be of help in solving | 
their daily problems. 

The booklet, “Foods for the Family” 
which has recently been revised by the 
home economists of the Consumer Sec- 
tion, Department of Agriculture, Ot- 
tawa, is packed full of good hints on 
buying, storing. and cooking various 
‘foods as well as a guide to menu 
planning. 

Here are a few of the cooking hints 
included:

MILK: In heating milk, use very low 
heat, do not boil—use a double boiler, 
if possible. If a scum forms when 


prevent milk from sticking during’ 
heating, rinse pan with cold water or | 
lNghtly grease the bottom of the pan, 

Cheese: Cook cheese at a low tem: 
perature. High temperature toughens 
proteins and therefore makes cheese 
less easily digested. When making 
cheese sauce, add cheese at the fast 
and cook only until melted, 

Any uncooked mixture of cheere, 
eggs and milk to be cookeu in the oven, 
should be oven-poached, that is, placed 
in a pan of hot water, in a moderate 
baked for only sufficient time to thor- 
oven, Scalloped or other cheese dishes 
made with, cooked foods should be 
oughly heat the mixture. 


FRUIT: Fruit should be cooked 
slowly, either simmered, steamed ‘or 
bakeq in a small quantity of water. 
Less sugar will be required, the fruit 
will be more tender and the flavour 
better if the sugar is added after the 
fruit is cooked. Dried fruits should be 
washed thoroughly before cooking.

EGGS NO LONGER 
LARDER ORPHANS 
FOR NORWEGIANS 


OSLO—Within the space of three 
months, the reaction of a Norwegian 
, family on sighting bacon and eggs for 
| breakfast or pork chops for dinner has 
changed from a gasped, “how did you 
manage it?” to a sighed: “what, again” 


Eggs and pork, for years precious 
items on the food ration lst, have 
Overnight become so plentiful that 
they are today the chief targets for 
radio jokesters, music hall comedians 
and newspaper cartoonists. 

‘Norwegian newspapers daily advise 
their subscribers to consume larger 
quantities of eggs and pork. At the 
bottom of every story are slogans that 
read; “Why not fry an egg for your 
supper?” “There is no nicer dish than 
an omelet for lunch.” “Start the day 
well with an egg for breakfast.” 

For a woman's page editor to sug- 
gest a recipe for eggless chocolate 
cake now would be comparable to 
high treason. 

Egg prices have been reduced twice 
in the last two months until they re- 
tail today at. 42 cents a dozen, But 
still stores are overstocked and ware- 
houses overflowing. 

The egg marketing Loard had been 
gathering the surplus eggs for cold 
storage against a shortage but within 
weeks the board cried’ “uncle’—they 
jcould take no more, 

Taken By Surprise 

This era of eggs-a-plenty caught the 
| Norwegian housewife, as well as offic- 
jialdom, completely by surprise. Ae re- 
cently as last. Christmas, housewives 
were in despair because it was i 
sible to get enough eggs to bake cakes, | aE 
For four years; they were on strict 
ration, Sometimes many months would 
go by without any egg ration at all, 
and it was front-page news when the 
government feciared an egg dividend 
of five eggs per person. 

Then one day—nobody remembers 
exactly when—the story goes that a 
housewife in a nervous whisper asked 
her grocer if he couldn't manage a few 
egas under the counter, And when he 
replied that he would be grateful if 
she could take home several kilograms 
(eggs are sold by weight in Norway; 
about twenty eggs to the kilogram) of 
eggs, she fainted, 

Much the same thing nappengy with 
fat pork. 

Norwegians are very fona of ‘pork 
but the average family hasn't seen 
niuch of it on the dinner table for sev- 
eral years, Since the beginning of the 
year, there has been a glut of it. But- 
cher shops are bulging with pork in all 
forms—joints, chops, sausages, bacon, 
salted or smoked and various kinds of

All other meats are still rationed. 
The result of this is that fish has re- 
turned to an honored place on the Nor 
wegian menu. For years, Norwegians 
ate practically nothing but fish or 
whalemeat, and the Norwegians’ re- 
gard for seafood hit ocean bottom a 
long time ago, Today, they will go into 
near-ecstasy Over a piece of boileg cod 
or halibut, or even the humble herring. 

But whatever is on the table, the 
average Norwegian would be grateful 

lif he could wash it down with a good 
cup of coffee. Coffee is as difficult to 
wbtain as eeeP were three months ago.
